{HOW CENSORS 


London.—It is the fashion to ac- 
cuse indiscriminately all British go 
ernment departments of inefficiency, 
extravagance, dilatoriness, of a fool- 
Ish and upreasoned conservatism, 
and and other fault that may occur 
to the mind of one who has suffered 
from the procrastinating habits of 
some solemn and high-powered of- 
fetal, to whom time ts no object, and 
‘red tape’ a favorite material, 

But even granting that the criti- 
cism is generally true, therp is atl 
least one brilliant exception at im- 
mediate hand in the British postal 
censorship, a department newly born 
by tho war and closed down. It Is 
because it has ceased to exist that 
the story and extent of its activities 
is allowed to come to Hight, and it te 
one which displays not only a colos- 
sal spirit of industry on the part of 
the workers concerned, but an al 
most uncanny degree of cleverness, 


It fs a department that started 
from small beginnings. Actually it 
came into being on Aug. 3, 1914, the 
day before Great" Britain declared 
war against Germany. On thix date, 
fone officer was deputed to take up 
the duties of the postal censorship 
and for the next few days he, with o 
few volunteers, opened the mails 
from Germany. But immediately it 
was found that a larger and a regu- 
jar -ctaft-was necessary to cope witht 
the work, and by December, 1914, 
there were 170 workers, housed 
temporarily in.the genera! post of- 
fice. By the ond of October, 1918, 
this number had Increased to 4650. 
of which 3587 were women, the ma- 
Jority of these latter being language 
experts, and the chief offices wore 
situated "in Strand House, a huge 
building in the west of Londoy. A 
second centre was established at Liv- 
erpadh, where 173°men and 1356 wo- 
mén were kept employed with the 
mails that came in from North snd 
South America. 

‘The work of the members of these 
two staffs was no sinecure: The aver- 
age number 6f letters consored in a 
day wax 376,517, and one cxaminer 
read aboat 110 pritate letters, or $6.

‘The suddenness of death and the 
absolute uncertainty of life were 


again brought home to the citizens 


of Lindsay this morning when the 
mado that 


aad announcement Ww: 
‘Thomas Gagé had died while on hh 
way from his home to work, The 
™ spread quickly to all parts of 
the tor 
sad ahock to his many friends in Yhir 
district. 

Immediately previous to his death 
‘the deceased talked with Mr. Charlie 
Golden and Mr. Piercey at the G.T 
R. station. He conversed in his usual 
Jovial manner and was apparently 
feeling well. He proceeded down Wil 
Vam-st. and was walking along a 
unual filling his pipe, when he sud 
enly collapsed opposite Mr, W. Me 
‘Gregor's house. Rassers-by and neigh 
bors quickly came to his assistance 
Dr. White was rushed to the scene 
but found that life was already ex 
tinet. Tom Gage was dead 

In conversation with The Warder 
Dr, White stated that death was duc 
to heart failure, and that the deceas- 
ed had previous trouble from harden- 
ing of the arteries or arteriosis. The 
final collapse, the physician stated, 
Would be instantaneous, and come 
without warning . 

‘Thomas Gage was sixty-one year 
of age .He was born in Cold Springs 
Ontario, but moved go Hobcaygoon 
where he lived for a number o: 
years, Twenty-two years ago he came 
to Lindsay and entered the service: 
of the Bank of Montreal, with whicb 
Institution he was connected up te 
the time of his death. He was recog 
mised as @ most valued employe, anc 
his sudden demise is felt very kvenly 
by the bank tfanager and staf. Hi 
absolute honesty and faithfulness t- 
duties made his servites an asset to 
the Bank. 


‘The Inte Mr. Gage 
unusually broad and advanced views 
He took # keen interest in all phase 
ot community life and made his per 
nonality an influence for the better 
mont of those with whom be eame tn 
contact. He wan a member of the 
Lindsay Curling Club, and was on 
of the most popular players at the 
rink, However, perhaps his influencr 
and lows will be most keenly felt by 
the Orange organizations in this dis 
trict and Province. He wax a membe 
of Bobcaygeon Royal Scarlet Chap 
ter, Worshipful Preceptor of Roya 
Black Preceptory No 262, a Past Mas 
tor of L.O.L, No. 32, and wa: 
considered one of th eeturer, 
fn Canada in all mattery relating t 
the Orange and Black Rituals, He 
was an officer of the Grand Blact 
Chapter of Ontario East,-and hay 
attended Grand Lodge regularly { 
years. He had many friends all ov 
Ontario, who considered him one o' 
the most prominent Orang 
nada, and who will he deep 
xrleved on hearing of hix death, Am 
ong them he was known ax “Duddy 
Gage.”

‘The great pifot upon which the 
affairs of the world swing is indivi- 
jual responsibilty. Millons upon mil- 
Hons of tons of literature are being 
spread throughout the world in dif- 
ferent every year, calling 
attention to the wrongs of society as 
a wholé, but In the final analysis 
these wrongs can never be entirely 
righted until every Individual in ev- 
ery commiinity takes an ind{vidual 
responsibility upon himself or her- 
self to see that they are righted. 
Pure, unadulterated selfishness in at 
the root of all the trouble, sirens 
as It may seem, no person can do & 
selfish thing or commit an unfair 
act without having to pay the price 
themselves, or, in other words, 
“there is a price ticket om every- 
thing.” 


‘Take for instance, ® group of per- 
sons who are employed in a manu- 
facturing plant, or in any other in- 
stitution, who coneelve the idea that 
if they bought certain Mnes of sta- 
ple goods in bulk at wholesale prie- 
es and divided them up among 
themselves that they would save mo- 
ney and thereby benefit themselves. 
or, In other words, they would be 
adding to thelr earning power. If the 
plant or institution in which they 
are working wan located in a pros 
perous town Or village, thelr action 
would Affect the legitimate retail 
merchants who were endeavoring to 
serve them in the town, and the re- 
[sult would be that the retail mer- 

chants who formerly handled the

Ministers Emphasize 
Importance of Can- 
ada’s Great Industry 


Both of the recently appointed 
Federal Ministers, Sir Henry Dray- 
ton and Hon. Dr. Tolmie, were the 
guests of the directors of the Exh! 
bition at luncheon yesterday, and 
they delivered two important _ad- 
dresses. Sir Henry DraytoB, new Min- 
ister of Finance, made a forceful 
appeal for support of the coming 
Victory Loan so as to enable Canada 
to continue the export of its pro- 
ducts, and the Minister of Agric 
ture, Dr. Tolmie, urged the impor- 
tance of increased production to 
meet the financial obligations enam- 
erated by his colleague. While neith- 
er of the Ministers made any an- 
Rouncement apropos of the request 
of ‘the city and Exhibition officials 
for Federal assistance in the erec- 
tion of a million dollar live stock 
arena, Dr, Tolmie expressed his plea- 
sure at knowing that there was a 
movement on foot to have a fat stock 
show in Toronto. “I feel that the 
Meld for development in this line ts 
very great Indeed, and I am heartily 
im sympathy with you. 1 feel that 
you could establish a show at thix 
point with every possible hope of 
success," sald Dr. Tolmte, adding 
that In its stock yards and the pack- 
ing plants Toronto was otherwise 
well equipped for the locating of such 
a show here, 

Almost 200 representatives of tho 
various phases of the farming {i 
dustry were present at the luncheon, 
Mt being “Farmers’ Day.” Tho Pre 
sident, Mr. T. A. Russell, sald that 
the large attendance indicated the 
co-operation which had been shown 
between the agricultural and indus- 
trial sections of the Exhibition. “We 
have learned that without the -coop- 
operation of these two branches wé 
cannot make the success we want of 
the Fair.”
